He 
stiid board could be had in the master's 
family lor 51,000 a year, this small (?) 
sum not to include extras. There is 
nothing half so elastic as these extras. 
When a glass ^s br°ken 
and the 


offender does not confess and pay for 
the same, each member of the class is 
assessed half a crown. 


There are a number of American 


boys now being educated in these old 
schools by their multi-millionaire par- 
ents. From Detroit alone, sixteen stu- 
dents went last year. 


The speaker told in charming style, 
ie pathetic story of little Walter 


Bainbridge. Of the Arnolds he said 
but little owinjj to expiration of time. 
Thos, Arnold was born on the Isle of 
Wight, June 13, 1795. 
He was 
the 


greatest educator England ever knew 
and revolutionized teaching 
in that 


land. Of the son, Mathew Arnold and 
ihe nephew, Edwin Arnold, the speaker 
said nothing. He closed his address with 
a few golden words of wisdom to the 
class, reminding them that they had 
only started to gain knowledge and to 
keep in mind the dying words of Soc- 
rates, who knew more than any man 
living, "And all I know is that I do not 
know." 


Dr. Vickers read the names of the 


graduating class and the honors with 
which each graduated. 
The diplomas 


were then conferred, and with the 
sweet strains of Auld Lang Syne ring- 
ing in their ears the curtain went down 
before the graduating class of '95.

Dr, Bernard Bigsby, of Detroit, the 


speaker, of the evening, was intro- 
duced in a few words by Superintend- 
ent Vickers. 
Dr. Bigsby is a born 


Englishman, and it is no wonder he 
could talk so charmingly of his native 
land, 
He is u very eloquent and im- 


pressive speaker and his lecture on the 
"Three Arnolds" was listened to with 
much interest by the large audience. 
His talk was mostly of life at one 
of England's big schools. 
Dr. Bigsby 


himself spent nine years at Rugby, the 
old school of Arnold. He prefaced his 
lecture with a few remarks on school- 
masters, and the esteem in which they 
were held in ancient times compared 
with the low estimate placed on them 
today by the average business man 
who worships only the demagogue of 
business. 
The speaker confined his 


remarks principally to the three great 
schools 
of 
England, called public 


schools because there is nothing public 
about them. A journey to Winchester, 
which was a town when mighty Lon- 
don was still unknown. Every foot of 
ground has a story. 
Into the House 


of the Princes we wandered, and there 
before us are the figures representing 
all the crowned heads of England, 
dressed in the same identical clothes 
they wore in life. 


Look at the old building. The build 


ers of today build nothing like the old 
patient monks of that time. 
It is 


justly called an epic poem in archi- 
tecture—a dream in stone. 
There is 


an>old pulpit 1,100 years old,a fac-simile 
of which was exhibited at the World's 
Fair and admired by thousands. And 
the old church bell with its beautiful 
inscription 
and 
the 
matin 
bell 


ringing 
at 
half past 
five 
every 


morning—hated 
by the school boy 


above everything else. 
The grounds 


are walled in with stones placed in 
position 
by the 
Romans in 
1308. 


Sacred are tho fallen stones from that 
old wall for they were thrown down 
ono summer day when Oliver Crom- 
well and the Royalists fought on that 
spot. The boys of Rugby took part in 
that engagement and it was due to 
their heroism and bravery that the 
Roundheads were routed and beaten. 


When Henry VIII of multi-matri- 


monial memory visited this old school 
lie left, a horseshoe 
and thereby 
es- 


tablished the custom still in vogue that 
every ruler to visit the old school must 
leave a horseshoe as a memento of his 
visit. The academic cap is universally 
worn in all these old 
schools and 


it is quite a pretty custom now being 
adopted by the college students of this 
country. The system in vogue in these 
old schools is not so bad as generally 
understood when it is taken into con- 
sideration the class of students attend- 
ing the schools, 
so perfect and 
sight of little 10-year-old lord. 


His entrance at one of those old 


schools is a cruel blow to his pretty lit- 
tle am bilious.
